HOME BY SIBERIA. 


The Journey Described, 


Writing in fiche de Chine, M. Jacques 
Faure bax been giving farther particulars 
of thy ‘all-lund revte home vii Siberia, 
After describing the town of Dalny, the 


Bastern termings, Mr Faure proeeeds to 
divide the journay inte three distinctive 
parts, Ho denls first with the section from 
Dalny to Manchuria (the frontier Station 
betweon Siberia aud China), u divtance of 
1,901 verses, costing, second-class, Reubles 
39,60 and occupying in transit 44 daya, 
He saya: ‘For the present the traveller 
will only find second-class carriages on this 
portion of the line ; from the beginning of 
13, moro comfortalile trains, comprising 
first-class cartinges and travelling more 
rapidly, will be running, The second class 
cartiages are clean snd well warmed, 
sometimes by menus of stoves, sunetimes 
by hot water; they du nat carry special 
fittings fur the nights ;- therefors we 
advise travellers, who are carefal of their 


It will,be remembered last Winter passed 
off without frost and without snow, ano 
not unlikely owing to this, and to unsca- 
sonable woather during Summer, the in- 
suct onemies of the vines, cochylis and 
pyrale, as well nx others, hay develuped 
im such numhers that they ave caused 
much havac to the frnit. 

The Spring was unusually cald, but 
without) any frost, so thatthe grapes.

sbout culy 14 were all we had of Summer, 
and after that, in August nnd September, 
the temperature was constantly below the 
average, and very frequent rain caused the 
mildew ta come up even where. great efforts 
were made against it, “Atthe end of Sep- 
tember, when the vintago should begin, 
the grares were pot ripe, even in the 
‘Grands Crus,’ and every hope of making 
av ordinary good wine had to be given up, 
‘The temperature at the hoginning-of Octo. 
Der was too cold and wet to give any chance 
ofa complete matrring und aliout October 
Gin Ay, and the L2th in la ‘Grande Mon- 
taune,’ the picking of the grapes hogan. A 
great part of the grapes was in such condi. 
tinn that no attempt to wile use of them 
for the trade could be made, and they have 
been crushed te wake simply ‘Vin de 
Gaisson.” 

The very lest pick of the grapes, specially 
in Ay, Bonzy, Gramont, -Avize where the 
vinuyards were compsratively in good condi- 
tion, havo Leen! carefully selected and 
pressed, giving a imust containing: very 
little sugar and a-large quantity of acid, 
This wine will, be certainly very light and 
acid.. On the whole, it isan absohste. fail- 
ure ; hod ats ingenern the vines are not in 
good condition, there is some reasonable: 
feat’ that the next crop may only be small, 
and further, us many “rowers are in a yery 
precarivua condition, it is to be feared that 
in the next years many vineyards in the 
recond and third Cris will be neglected by 
their owners. 1992 is not a poor vintage; 
practically it is no vintage ot aJL. 

Since last yoar the 1895 hava gone into 
consumption, “and good’ cuvées of that 
vintage hare been much appreciated by tha 
public, 1898's, —The qualities of this vin- 
tage are develuyp 
very elegant, with, good body, and their 
firroqess glows that they wil hove very 
good keeping power. 1900's are developing 
eplendidly ; they shaw alroady wonderfully 
woll, and give tlio: greatest hope for ‘she 
future,
